That is , Mr. Michener last], 
spring acknowledged Mr. Cushing to 
be his Jeader in tne house and sup- 
ported him as premier. 

One letter records the proceedings 
as follows : :

MORE POWER TO HIS ELBOW. 


KE. Michener has, by the bold and 
fearless stand he has taken in the 
legislature, sprung into prominence 
as one of the leading politicians of 
the province. 

He has forced the hand of the gov- 
ernment on the question of provincial 
rights and in two of the best ad- 
dresses ever given in the house, has 
compelled the premier to state he 
is in favor of the province con- 
trolling our resources. 

The Liberal party is not sure where 
it stands. Bromley-Moore, a Liber- 
al, brings in a motion for control of 
a section. of the resources of the 
province.

The province is overwhelmingly in 
favor of this policy, and Mr. Mich 
ener is the first man who has. been 
able to put the question in its true 
light before the members of the 


legislature, and the people gencrally 


We hope 
to publish Mr. Michener’s speech in 
full next week on this important 
question.

FIGHTING FOR THEIR LIVES 


The Members of the Cabinet are 
Gone the Way of all Flesh 
ut Struggling On 


Ottawa, Nov. 26.—The Government 
has never faced so serious a situation 
as the present since it came into 
power in 1896. So dependent has 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier been on the coun- 
sel of Hon. W- E. Fielding in con- 
structing legislation, and so often 
has the finance minister pulled him 
out of a tight corner that the loss 
of Mr. Fielding to the Premier will 
be of the most serious nature. The 
Premier's first lieutenant is the 
ablest man in the Liberal party. He 
may lack the spectacular personal- 
ity of some others, notabfy the Pre- 
mier himself, but the fact remains 
that he has been the main stay of 
the Liberal party during 
the last fourteen years. Without him 
the Administration is a rudderless, 
storm-driven craft. It is stated that, 
Mr. Fielding may be able to return 
to active /duty next January, but 
mean while there is little prospect 
of this. It is more likely that he 
will not be back in Ottawa for much 
longer. It is understood that he 
has been advised to rest for about a 
year. 

Another weakness which has devel- 
oped is that the Secretary of State 
has contrived to awaken the hostil- 
ity of the French-Canadians, espec- 
ially those of the Nationalist per- 
suasion, and that they have sworn 
to defeat him at the next election. 
It is admitted that he cannot be 
elected in Russel again, but it is 
stated that the party will find an 
Irish Catholic constituency for him. 
It is, obvious, however, that no pol- 
itical party .would stick to any man 
who was proving a weakness to it. 
It is well known that there has been 
a battle royal between Mr. Parmelee, 


the King's printer, and Mr. Murphy. 
It is understood that the Secretary 
of State tried to get Mr. Parmelee 
dismissed, but this evoked a storm 
of protest. Mr. Parmelee is a for- 
mer Quebec member, and if dismiss- 
ed would assuredly enter the House 
again. The putlic accounts commit- 
tee will reveal much this session, 
and it is promised that there will 
be a furious time over the Printing 
Bureau Scandal.. Men were dismiss- 
ed before they had a chance to de- 
fend themselves, and it is freely stat- 
ed that when Mr. Murphy found that 
the enquiry was leading to a revel- 
ation of the scandalous means taken 
bythe Government to raise campaign 
funds, he stopped, and contented him- 
self with making scapegoats of some 
of the employees by declaring them 
incompetent. Therefore they were 
fired. ‘It is pointed out that 
this should have been the function 
of Mr. Parmelee but he was _ not 
given the power by the minister in 
charge, Mr. Murphy. 

Another disappointment to the Lib- 
eral party: is that Hon. Rodolphe 
Lemieux, the Postmaster General, is 
in South Africa, and will not be here 
until some time in January. This 
lessens still further the fighting 
strength of the Government. 

The situation is further complicat- 
ed by the result of the Drummond- 
Arthabaska election. Mr. Brodeur 
has lost prestige and the Quebec 
members generally are resenting the 
position in which they have been 
placed by the Government over the 
navy bill. 

From Ministers such as_ Messrs. 
Pugsley and Graham not very much 
help can be expcted from them by 
the Prime Minister. They are kept 
exceedingly busy minding their own 
affairs. Indeed the former will be 
one of the Ministers who will not 
lend much credit to the Government’s 
version of the session, as there are 
one or two- matters with which he 
has been connected that will ensure 
some warm debating and exercise all 
Mr. Pugsley’s wits to defend. 

As to the others, Mr. Aylesworth 
is too deaf to be of any use in the 
House, and has been known to de- 
bate a subject that was not under 
discussion. Mr. Paterson has reach- 
ed the ‘“‘slippered ease’’ stage. Mr. 
Mackenzie King is green. Sir Fred- 
erick Borden is tired of politics. Mr. 
Brodeur is ill. Sir Richard Cart- 
wright is hors de combat, and Mr. 
Fisher is no use on general occasions 

In a word the Cabinet is done. 
They have had their day, and it is 
past. They are going the way of all 
flesh. 


STOLE THE GOVERNMENT'S 
THUNDER. 


A Smart Move Made by Arthur S. 
Meichen, the Young Member for 
Portage La Prairie, Man. 


Ottawa, Nov. 25—Arthur S. Meigh- 
en, the young Conservative member 
for Portage La Prairie, Man., stole 
a march on the government the open- 
ing day of the sessfon with the re- 
sult that the Conservatives are 
jubilant while the supporters of the 
Government are correspondingly dole- 
ful. 

For years the Government has pos- 
ed before the country, and the west 
particularly, as the low tariff party, 
while still preservimg high tariff. To 
accomplish this they have made a 
blocking move. For four years they 
have put up W. E. Knowles, of 
Moose Jaw, Sask., to place upon the 
order paper a resolution calling for 
a reduction on the duties on agri- 
cultural implements. For four 
years, therefore, this resolution has 
lain on the order paper, yet not a 
sound has been uttered regarding it. 
It has had the effect, however, of 
preventing the Opposition from dis-- 
cussing it. To understand this it 
should be said that no one can open 
up a question so long as there is a 
resolution on the order paper cover- 
ing exactly the same position.. 

However, Mr. Meighen, by a little 
smart work this year, ggt io ahead 
of Mr. Knowles, and gave first 
notice of hie resolution. Thus _ the 
Opposition will be able to bring up 
the subject in the House. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier will be compelled to de- 
clare his policy in the matter, and 
will be in a serious ‘position if he 
declines to act upon his declaration,

Mr. Borden and His Brilliant Sup-

When the house opened last week 
there was presented to: the, members 
and the country at large the most 
drastic and complete reorganization 
that has been mado in either poli- 
tical party since the days befpre Sir 
John Macdonald died. Mr. R. L. 
Borden, the Oposition Leader, faced 
the Government with an entirely 
new bodyguard. It is the strongest 
force that has ever been gathered 
under the leader of an Opposition 
in the Canadian parliament.

ADOPTING CONSERVATIVE. PLATFORM 
Able Addresses by E. Michener and Bromley-Moore 


On November 18th Bromley Moore 


introduced the following motion to] 


the session of the legislature, J. K. 
Cornwall seconding it : . 

‘Whereas the.development of the 
northern districts of iour province en- 
tails some financial and other obli- 
gations, ; 


‘‘ Therefore be it resolved that the! 
government do take such steps as! 


muy be decmed necessary to acquire 
the control of all such natural re- 
sources’ as are of purely local con- 
cern, and to enter into such arrange- 
ments with respect to settlement of 
the vacant land as may be expedient 
for the interests of the Province of 
Alberta.” 

At his request, discussion was laid 
over until Monday the 22nd. 

‘‘Our position in relation to the 
Dominion is exactly the same as was 
Eastern Canada’s to Britain many 
years ago,”’ declared Mr. Bromley- 
Moore, in the Legislature Monday, 
in speaking of his resolution ta 
memorialize the Dominion Govern- 
ment, asking that the province be 
granted control of all the natural 
resources of Alberta. 

“The old fundamental idea;’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Moore, ‘‘was that the co]- 
ony belonged to the owner. The idea 
now is they are children and the 
mother should assist in their  de- 
velopment so that the colony can 
soon look a%ter its own interests.” 

The speaker then drew a  com- 
parison between home rule for Ire- 
land and full home rule for Alberta. 
He stated Sir Wilfrid’s government 
had three times advocated home rule 
for Ireland. If thts was good for 
Ireland he was sure it would be 
good for Alberta. 

Mr. Moore thought a protest should 
be made on the present § arrange- 
ments of the legislative union,  al- 
though he had nothing to say 
against the federal union. According 
to the autonomy bill, the speaker de- 
clared. Alberta should be treated the 
same as the other provinces when 
they were admitted to the  Legis- 
lature. ‘‘But instead it deprived us 
of many privileges. It was a case of 
take it or leave it, just as you like. 
If a man were offered half a loaf,” 
said the speaker, ‘‘I can understand 
him taking it., But if I were the 
man, I'd try tb get the other half 
of the loaf.’’ : 

He hoped the party cry would be 
dropped and ull‘ would unite in 
pressing on Uttawa the province's 
rights. He didn’t suppose either 
party at Ottawa wou:d be any too 
glad to give the province the priv- 
ileges rightfully hers. 

He thought a lesson could be 
learned from the A. & G. W. The 
Government was going to build a 
road into country virtually owned 
by the Dominion. 

Coal mines and fisheries were two 
resources the speaker thought that 
were df peculiarly local concern. 

In referring to the water power 
resources of the province, Mr. 
Bromley-Moore remarked that the 
other provinces were in the same 
position in that regard, although 
that was no reason why Alberta 
should not claim the right to oper- 
ate them. 

“Water power,’ maintained Mr. 
Bramley-Moore, ‘‘is certainly only a 
local concern, and it is absolutely 
necessary that it be governed by us. 

“Tt should be the duty di the prov- 
ince af Alberta to decide the course 
to be pursued in their management, 
instead of Ottawa. . Land was noz a 
local affair; land was the one thing 
which was not a local resource. Since 
vacant land was used by countries 
for the accommodacion of its sur- 
plus population, and it was what 
nations went to war over, it was a 
matter for the Dominion, since Al- 
berta could not be drawn into a 
foreign controversy. However, since 
it was to the direct interest of the 
province that the land should be 
settled according to its desires, the 
provinee should have some responsi- 
bility for its management. At pres- 
ent those who had money, influence 


maeter from the standpoint of a 
business man holding no brief in 
the present case for either party. 

If the province can get its own| 
natural resources, and get them on 
a working basis, then the only diffi- 
culty will be the administration of 
them, and the policy to follow. At 
the time of the autonomy the mem-

nomy told the dominion government |!

of the north land—north of the 55t 
parallel. It answered the’ purpose, 

and the province was admitted, 
though of course the opinion of the 
opposition opposed it. Since then 
the government has shown no sign 

of having any more interest in the 
opening up of that country, and, to 
Mr. Cromwell's mind, they acted as 
though they now hardly believed 

there was anything like riches in the 

north. 

LAND IS GOOD. 

‘“ But they are there,’’ declared the 
northern apostle. ‘In old Athabasca 
there were 100 million acres ; 40 per 
cent in the same state, and as ready 
for agricultural development as any 
land around between here and the 
American line in Alberta; 25 per 
cent. swamp country, not muskeg ; 
33 per cent. timber and brule lands. 
The land that will live the longest 
and be the most productive of any 
in the province in that same forest 
land.” . 

UNDER THE SURFACE. 

“There are great tracts of tar sand 
on the Athabasca river; the river cuts 
through i25 miles of it. At Fort Mc- 
Murray, on the 900-foot level, there 
is a deposit of salt 15 feet thick, 
then there is 16 feet of sandstone, 
then a further layer of 65 feet of 
salt. There is untold wealth in the 
beautiful granite deposits that are on 
the edge of the barren grounds 
around Lake Athabasca. There is 
gold in the Laird and the Athabasca, 
copper in the north country. The 
Yellow knives, a native tribe,  re- 
ceived their names because they used 
raw copper to make knives, kettles, 
pots and other utensils. There are 
tremendous deposits of copper ore 
on Great Bear Lake, and the whal- 
ing industry of the Arctic is tribu- 
tary to Alberta by means of the 
Waterway. This in itself is a great 


industry. San Francisco waters 
alone during the last 20 years have 
taken $16,0005 00. T know, for 1 


spent. four years looking into the 
matter, as I was considering enter- 
ing into that field. 

DUTY TO THE PROVINCE. 

“But it is necessary that we own 
the resources of the north, for I do 
not believe we will ever get our 
people to take up the development 
and the opening up of that country 
until they have some interest in this. 
It is our duty to the province, the 
cuuntry and ourseves to take prompt 
action and acquire these resources. 
Get together and furnish and settle 
this thing. The only thing that has 
kept it unsettled has been politics.’’ 

Speaking of the attitude at Ottawa 
regarding the north, he gave as an 
illustration the timber losses through 
fire. In the last five years there has 
been enough timber destroyed there 
by fire to pay the provincial debt 
and build all the railroads we de- 
mand. Only cight men guard these 
wide timber lands for three 
months, work starting in June and 
the remuneration being $4 a day. 
‘And that is the greatest timber re- 
source of the Dominion,’’ declared 
Mr. Cornwall. 

HOW TO GET THEM. 

Premier Sifton followed Mr. Corn- 
wall. ‘The question,’’ he said, ‘‘ is 
not whether we would like more re- 
sources but what is the best way to 
get them. 

‘*My own views are much along 
the lines of the resolution. TI have

getting what we can.

CHARGE FOR ALL LANDS. 

“‘l] would venture to make another 
suggestion, risking again the ridicule 
of the government. I would make a 
change in the immigration ofsettlers 
aod get a better class than some we 
have reecived. Not that all our sct- 
tlers, are undesirable, far from it,’ but 
there is a certain class that do not 
tend to advance the development of 
the country, and those we can do 
without. I would adopt something 
like the plan used in British Colum- 
bia. I would charge a nominal sum 
for the lands, say from $3 to $5 an 
acre and then require improvement 
duties, not settlement duties. And we 
could use funds thus received to build 
roads and supply transportation ac- 
commodations to the settlers. Is it 
not a serious question?”’ 

HOW WE ARE BILKED. 

Mr. Michener showed that the do- 
minion has received from the prov- 
ince during 1909 the sum of $1,046,- 
918 from land offices, coal right and 
grazing leases. In return Alberta 
has received $375,000 and some 
grants it would have received any- 
way. If Alberta had the handling of 
her own grand resources we _ could 
be the wonder of the world, but now, 
in her present state, we find that 
we have nothing but a sadly depleted 
estate. 

“The Dominion government agreed 
to undertake to advestise the prov- 
ince. I see by the Regina Leader 
that the Hon, Duncan Marshall, min- 
ister of agriculture, is accredited 
with an interview there in which he 
said the province of Alberta had 
planned a publicity campaign which 
will necessitate an expenditure of 
$425,000 for publicity during the 
next fifteen months.”” 

RESOURCES WERE ABUSED. 
"Mr. Michener said that at present 
the resources of the province were 
abused. Senators, members of the 
federal body obtain new tracts of 
coal lands for a mere song and now 
have them placed on the markets of 
the world for sale at a tremendous 
figure. 

“What greater monopoly is there,”’ 
he asked, “than the Liberal party 
who hold, retain and dissipate the 
resources and now are said to be 
going to take the railway bonds 
money and use it to pay ofl the de- 
ficit. of the province ? But what can 
you except of a man who, on the 
floor of this house, says he is not 
above expediency and partizanship?”’

J. K. Cornwall (Peace River) in 
seconding A. Bramley Moore's mo- 
tion, said that he looked upon the

Dear Sir,—I seé6 in your last issue 
that Mr. Mott is again writing to 
the press on the subject of our Town 
Councillors supplying goods, doing 
contract work, and insurance. Now, 
while Mr. Mott may be right about 
the law, I do not think that a town 
of. this size should prevent its Coun- 
cillors from competing with the 
other merchants for a share of the 
town’s requirements, which is a 
part of their living, and at the same 
time expect those Councillors to ave 
an 
brains for the proper carrying on of 
the work, of the town. Neither do I 
think it fair for Mr. Mott to infer 
that the Colancil are there for the 
dollar and not for: the honor . be- 
cause I do not think that any Coun- 
cillor could make enough out of 
town requirements to compensate 
him for thetime he spends, the 
small amount of credit he gets, and 
the large amount of abuse, in carry- 
ing on the duties of ‘Councillor. I 
believe that ninety-nine per cent. 
of ymen occupying those positions are 
doing so for honor. The matter ap- 
pear to me in this light, let our Coun 
cillors get all they can, but let it 
be got by fair and open competition, 
not by favor. I do not want Mr. 
Mott to think I am trying ‘to dis- 
credit hira; if he can show me 
where anything is wrong I wiil sup- 
port him. He says that he has the 
figures through the press of The 
amount each Councillor has received 
Let him bring.these figures to the 


‘Town's meeting next Thursday, and 


let us compare the prices charged 
by the Council as with those charg- 
ed by other merchants. In that way 
the ratepayers can see if the Town's 
business has been carried on right or 
wrong, and if there are any mer 
chants who have a kick on this mat- 
ter let them come and say so, and 
stand by Mr. Mott; and I have no 
doubt if the ratepayers can be 
shown that there is a wrong being 
done, that they will attendto the 
matter when voting day comes 
roéind. Now in conclusioo Mr. Mott
